TWO TAYLORS KILLED AND A 
SHELBY WOUNDED. 


MORE BLOODSHED FEARED. 


One of the Factions Set Their Dogs on 
the Hogs of Their 
Enemy. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 14.—A special to 
the Post from Paducah, Ky., says: There 
is great excitement in the Sand Ridge sec- 
tion of Ballard County on the reopening 
of the feud between the Taylors and Shel- 
bys. John Taylor and his son have paid 
their lives as a forfeit, and old man Shelby 
is dangerously wounded. 

The trouble was revived by the faction 
getting the dogs on the hogs of the others. 
This led to an altercation and then followed 
the shooting in which old man Taylor was 
instantly killed and his boy wounded so 
that he died in a short time. It is thought 
that Shelby will die also. 

Bad blood bas existed between the two 
families for some time. They live in an 
isolated section of Ballard county near 
the Ohio river and there have been several 
outbreaks between the two factions. Old 
Mort Shelby is an uncle of Evan Shelby, 
who was tynched for the murder of old 
Mrs. Moore some time ago. Mort himself 
was once convicted as an accessory to the 
murder, but, on another trial, was ac- 
quitted. 

Ever since this trial the two families have 
been at daggers points, and have gone 
constantly armed, ready to shoot on the 
least provocation, It is thought that there 
will be more blood shed before the matter 
quiets down. The two families live on ad- 
joining farms. N

Senor Esteban Benjamin Cuney will leave 
for Saltillo, Mexico, at 8 o’clock Sunday 
morning. He will go alone, nursing a deep- 
seated anger at his failure to capture the 
hand and heart of pretty Minnie Whitney, 
the Planters’ Hotel cashier. 

There are very good reasons why the 
dark-skinned, curly-headed senor from the 
southern republic should give up all hope 
of pressing his suft to a successful termi- 


nation and hasten back to a land where 


& dusky complexion is not calculated to 
arouse such suspicions as to race as it does 
in the United States. 

The Senor denies with some asperity that 
the blood of Ethiopia’s children flows in his 
veins. He considers the intimation of his 
former mistress as most insulting, but so 
long as Americans are inclined to be fin- 
icky on the subject he finds explanations 
about the blueness of his <astilian blood a 
trifle embarrassing. Hence he prefers to fly 
to hig native heath.

Of course he 
blames the newspapers. “hey said a lot of 
complimentary things about his wealth, hie 
family, his. accent, etc., with the result 
that the gossips got a whack at him and 
Smashed his dream of iove into utter 
smithereens. 

It now appears that Jennie De Ruelle, the 
mistress, daughter of Engineer Louis De 
Ruelle, of the Laclede Fire Brick Co., is in 
St. Louis.

The Result Brought About by Alleged 
Failure to Meet Certain In- 
terest Obligations.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 14.—- Judge 
Woods of the U. 8. District Court heard 
arguments yesterday in the case of Mark 


T. Cox, James A. Blair and James W. Paul, 


Jr., vs. the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 


Railway. 

The Court, after hearing arguments, ap- 
pointed Volney T. Mallott of Indianapolis 
Receiver for the following branches of the 
Vandalia lines, with a bond of $50,000; Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis, Terre Haute and 


Peoria, Indiana and Lake Michigan, Terre 
Haute and Logansport, St. Louis, Vandalia 
and Terre Haute. 

The bill sets forth that in 1870 the defen- 
dant company acquired possession of the St. 
Louls, Vandalia and Terre Haute Railroad, 
and that 1892 it took charge of the Terre 
Haute and Peoria Railroad, entering into a 
contract with it for ninety-nine years, Prior 
to this latter consolidation, in 1887, the Terre 
Haute and Peoria had by deed of trust con- 
veyed all its property to the Union Trust 
Co. of New York, to secure first mortgage 
gold coupon bonds, to the amount of $1,800,- 
000, due March 1, 1897, interest at 5 per cent. 
In 1892, while the 2 for consolida- 
tion with the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
were pending, the Terre Haute and Peoria 
authorized the issue of bonds to the amount 
of $2,500,000, payable to the Union Trust Co., 
for the pu se of improving the road and 
for retiring the first issue of bonds. The 
consolidation was effected in October, 1892, 
and the bonds were issued. 

By the terms of the contract entered into 
between the defendant company and the 
bondholders it was agreed that 30 per cent 
of the gross earnings of the Terre Haute and 
Peoria Rallroad should be devoted to the 
payment of the interest on the Terre Haute 
and Peoria bonds, taxes and rentals, the 
remainder of the 30 per cent, if there should 
be any, to be paid to the Terre Haute and 
Peorta Railroad. 

The complainants aver that the interest 
has not been paid, though the 30 per cent 
of the gross earnings would have been suf- 
ficient to have paid it. The gross earnings 
since the défendant company took posses- 
sion of the Terre Haute and Peoria have 
been as follows: For the thirteen months 
ending Oct, 31, 1893, $449,520.33; for the year 
ending Oct, ‘a 404,014.69; for the year 
ending Oct, 1895, $445,483; October, 1895. 
up to Sept. 1, 1896 (estimated), $340,000; ail 
of which money, it is alleged, has been ap- 
propriated by the defendant. According 
to the complaint the total amount due on 
the interest coupons Sept. 1, 1896, and which 
still remain unpaid, is $55,750, and the com-

„000 of said bonds secured by the deed of 
‘trust of March 1, 1887, and of $1,410,000 of said 
bonds, secured by the deed of trust of Sept.

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MIGRATION. 


FACTS FROM THE REPORT OF THE 
COMMISSIONER GENERAL. 


NO GROUND FOR COMPLAINT. 


Alien Population Not Growing in Un- 
due Proportions and Is Indus- 
trious and Self-Supporting. — 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The Commis- 
sioner General of Immigration in his an- 
nual report shows that during the last fiscal 
year the arrival of immigrants in this coun- 
try aggregated 343,267, of whom 340,468 were 
landed and 2,799 were debarred and deported 
at the expense of the various steamship lines 
by which they came. 

Of those departed, 776 were found to be 
under contract to perform labor in the Unit- 
ed States made prior to their arrival, and 
2,023 were returned as belonging to other 
prohibited classes. In addition to the num- 
ber debarred there were 238 who became 
public charges within a year after their ar- 


rival, and hence were returned to the coun; 
tries whence they came. 

The Commissioner General states that he 
knows of no immigrant landed in this coun- 
try during the last year who is a burden 
upon any public or private institution. With 
some exceptions, the report states, the 
physical characteristics of the year’s im- 
migration were those of a hardy, sound, 
laboring class, accustomed, and apparently 
well able, to earn a livelihood wherever 
capable and industrious labor can secure 
employment. As to occupations, it was 
composed largely of the classes designated 
as skilled and unskilled laborers, with some 
professionals. The amount of money brought 
into the country by immigrants was at 
least $4,917,318, and probably was largely in 
excess of these figures. 

The statistics at hand, the Commissioner 
General states, do not justify the conclu- 
sions that our alien population is growing in 
undue proportions. A comparison of the 
figures for the past year, 343,267, with the 
average annual — 2 for the preced- 
ing ten fiscal years, 435,085, discloses a de- 
crease of 91,818, or over 21 per cent. Such 
data as I have been able to obtain as to 
the number of those who annually return to 
their own country, though approximate on- 
ly, lead me to doubt seriously that there 
could be any material increase in our for- 
eign born population since 1893.“ 

The arrivals for the fiscal years 1894 and 
1895 aggregated 258,536. The report shows 
that of the total number of immigrants 
over 14 years of age that arrived during 
the year 5,066 coud not write, and 78,15) 
could neither read nor write, which is 28.63 
per cent of the whole number. Of those 
who could neither read nor write 31,374 
came from Italy, 12,816 from Russia proper, 
12,154 from Hungary, 6,107 from Bohemia 
and Moravia, 5,281 from other parts of 
Austro-Hungary, Ireland, 1,565 
from Arabia and Syria, from 
Portugal. The report shows that of the 
whole number of arrivals 212,466 were males 
and 130,801 females. 


POWDER TESTS. 


Satisfactory Results of San Francisco 
Big Gun Experiments. 


‘ 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 14—Some 
important tests were made of powder with 
the big guns that guard the entrance to the 
Golden Gate yesterday. It turned out that 
not only the powder, but the guns, were 
well tested, though the cannon have been 
proved by much higher pressure than that 
exerted on them yesterday. 

The artillery officers who have recently 
arrived from Florida were prominefit spec- 
tators at the trial, as it was the first time 
that they had seen the big guns fired. The 
men of four artillery batteries witnessed the 
workings of the guns and were afterwards 
drilled at the twelve-inch rifles and the 
mortar batteries. 

The object of the trials was to test some 
new improved powder recently per- 
fected by the California Powder Works at 
Santa Cruz. The trials were highly satis- 
factory and prove that California can pro- 
duce some of the highest class explosives 
known. 

The first test was made with a 1,000-pound 
shell and a charge of 49 pounds of brown 
prismatic powder. The charge is suposed 
to be of 500 pounds. The new powder gave 
a screen velocity of 2,037 feet per second and 
a muzzle velocity of 2,066 feet, with a press- 
ure of 37,350 pounds. 

These figures show that with thirty-five 
pounds less powder than allowed, a velocity 
of thirty feet above requirements was ob- 
tained with a pressure of 650 pounds below 
the limit.

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 14.—Major Miller 
of the United States Corps of Engineers has 
advertised for bids for building a mortar 
battery on Fort Point to protect the en- 
trance to Galveston harbor. The battery 
will consist of eight mortars and two 10- 
inch rifle guns.

DR. CASTILLO ARRESTED. 


Spain Seeks to Punish Him on a 
Charge of Filibustering.

NEW YORK,’ Nov. 14.—Dr. Joaquin de 
Castillo,sub-delegate in the United States of 


the Cuban rebel government, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon by United States Dep- 
uty Marshal Daniel Hurley, upon the com- 
plaint of Arturo Baldasano-Topeto, Spanish 
Consul-General in this city, who charges 
Dr. Castillo with aiding and abetting a fili- 
bustering expedition to Cuba, alleged to 
have sailed from this country on the steam- 
ship Laurada on May 8 Dr. Castillo was 
held by United States Commissioner Shields 
in $2,500 bail, which was furnished. 

Horatio 8. Rubens, counsel for the Cuban 
delegation in this city, who represented the 

risoner, entered a plea of “not guilty.’’ 

e at once furnished cash bail. Mr. Rubens 
said yesterday: 

In order to try to offset the bad effect 
caused in Havana and Madrid by the de- 
feat which Weyler has sustained, the Span- 
ish Consul-General has sworn out the war- 
rant for the arrest of Dr. Castillo, charging 
him with having violated the neutrality 
laws of the United States so far back as 
May 8. The news will be cabled to Havana 
and Madrid and an effort will be made to 
cheer the spirits of the Spaniards, who have 
been despondent since Weyler’s latest fail- 
ure. I say failure, because, havirg had the 
Cubans surrounded, as he reports, and 
having carried their positions at the point 
of the bayonet after a flerce struggle, only 
seven rebels’ bodies were found as evidence 
of the alleged Spanish victory.“

YOUNG WOMAN WAS STONED. 


Nightly Persecution of Salvationists 
Continues and. the Patrolm en 
Are Afraid to Make Arrests. 


The Belleville toughs and hoodlums, 
who, under administrative encouragement, 
have succeeded in having the town pretty 


well advertised from one end of the coun- 
try to the other, are again becoming 
troublesome, and have recently committed 
several outrageous acts. 

Since the Post-Dispatch compelled the of- 
ficials three months ago to restore order on 
the public square, there have been no out- 


breaks at that point, but the “citadel” of 
the Salvation Army,..on. High and First 
streets, has been subjected to a protracted 
siege and looks as though it m.ght have 
been assailed with howitzers or battering 
rams, 

Scarcely a night passes that it is not 


bombarded with rocks and w.ndows broken. 
Stones have frequently crashed through the 


windows and fallen on the floor, but, b 
ure good fortune, nobody has been struc 
— the missiles. ' 

The glass which has beén destroyed has 
never been replaced, as a new pane of glass 
would draw the fire of the guerillas and 
would not last fifteen minutes after night- 
fall. Boards and sheets of tin have been 
substituted for glass as fast as the windows 
were broken, and now there is hardly a 
pane left. Although there are a dozen win- 
dows, gas has to be used in the hall in the 
day time.

Friday night there was an outbreak on 
the street.
